OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Mini Strobe Light creates a 
unique lighting atmosphere. It is simple to in- 
stall, and you can vary Its flash rate to make 
people appear as though they are “frozen” or 
moving in slow motion. 


SETUP 

You can place the Mini Strobe Light on any 
flat surface, such as a desk or table, or you 
can mount It on a celling or wall. 


Your Mini Strobe Light Is ETL listed to UL 
standards and meets all applicable FCC re- 
quirements.

Choose a iocation for the Mini Strobe Light 
that is: 

• out of the way of normal activities 

• near an AC outlet 

• sturdy enough for ceiling or wall mount- 
ing 

Ceiling or Wall Mounting 



1. Using the supplied mounting bracket as 
a template, mark the locations for the 
mounting screws (not supplied). 

2. Drill two holes. Vs inch in diameter, at 
the marked locations. 

3. Using a Phillips screwdriver and two 
screws (not supplied), securely attach 
the mounting bracket to the selected 
location. 
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4. Mount the Strobe Light on the mounting 
bracket using the supplied rubber wash- 
ers and mounting knobs. After you posi- 
tion the front end of the Strobe Light to 
the desired angie, tighten the mounting 
knobs. 



Using the Bracket as a Stand 

When you use the Strobe Light on a fiat sur- 
face, mount the bracket on the bottom of the 
Strobe Light using the suppiied rubber wash- 
ers and mounting knobs. After you position 
the front end of the Strobe Light to the desired 
angie, tighten the mounting knobs. 

Connecting Power 

Be sure the fiash rate controi knob on the 
back of the Strobe Light is set to POWER OFF 
(fuily counterclockwise). Connect the AC 
cord's plug to a standard AC outlet. 

Caution: This product is equipped with a 
three-wire grounding-type plug (a plug having 
a third pin). This plug will only fit into a ground- 
ing-type power outlet. This is a safety feature. 
If you are unable to insert the plug into your 
AC outlet, contact your electrician to replace 
your outlet. Do not defeat the safety purpose 
of the grounding-type plug with a two-prong 
adapter or by breaking the third pin off. 


OPERATION 

Warning: Do not look directly into the Strobe 
Light when it flashes. 

To turn on the Strobe Light, turn the flash rate 
control knob clockwise until it clicks. To in- 
crease the flash rate, turn the knob clockwise; 
to decrease the flash rate, turn the knob coun- 
terclockwise. 



To turn off the Strobe Light, turn the flash rate 
control knob fully counterclockwise until it 
clicks. Unplug the Strobe Light from the AC 
outlet when not in use. 

CARE 

To enjoy your Mini Strobe Light for a long 
time: 

• Keep the Strobe Light dry. If it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the Strobe Light only in 
normal temperature environments. 

• Handle the Strobe Light gently and care- 
fully. Do not drop it. 

• Keep the Strobe Light away from dust 
and dirt. 

• Wipe the Strobe Light with a damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it looking new. 
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Modifying or tampering with the Mini Strobe 
Light’s internai components can cause a mai- 
function and invaiidate its warranty. If your 
Strobe Light is not performing as it shouid, 
take it to your iocai RadioShack store for as- 
sistance. 

Changing the Strobe Tube 

Warning: Aiiow the tube to cooi before touch- 
ing it, or use heat-resistant gioves when han- 
diing the tube. 

If the strobe tube burns out, follow these steps 
to replace it. 

1. Unplug the Strobe Light's AC cord from 
the outlet. 

2. Using a Phillips screwdriver, remove the 
two screws and the lens from the front of 
the Strobe Light. 

3. Grasp the black base of the strobe tube 
and carefully pull out the tube with 
socket. 

4. Your Strobe Light requires a strobe tube 
with a minimum anode voltage of 200 and 
a maximum voltage of 550. You must 
replace the entire strobe tube, pre-sol- 
dered with socket (available through your 
local RadioShack store). Insert the new 
strobe tube with socket, and press 
securely in place. 

Caution: Use only a strobe tube of the 
required size and voltage. Using a strobe 
tube that does not meet these specifica- 
tions might damage the strobe tube or the 
Strobe Light. 

5. Replace the lens and the two screws.

Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the remainder of the 
original warranty period. You will be charged for repair or replacement of the product made after the 
expiration of the warranty period.
